Romulus resident Harold PoUard, Jr. 
spoke about the tragedy that happened 
to his grandchildren on February 25. 

“It was really hurting me so bad to 
hear my son and daughter scream. You 
look at this on television and see par¬ 
ents whose children have been slaugh¬ 
tered Now I feel that pain “ said Pol¬ 
lard, of his four grandchildren who 
were shot inside a car along with their 
mother on Detroit’s northwest side. 

Pollard and his stepdaughter Court¬ 
ney Cheney, aunt to the four children, 
have been trying to cope and to under¬ 
stand why. 


Aelizabeth Niebrydowski and her 
four children, Ajanee, Jason Pollard Jr. 
(B J.), Aerica and AJyah were on their 
way to a local shopping mall when 
they were allegedly shot by Willie 
Robinson and Joel Allen in a dispute 
over a 40-dollar radio. 

The shooting took the life of 7-year- 
old Ajanee, whose funeral was on 
Tuesday, March 5. The other three 
young victims remain at Children’s 
Hospital. Mother Aelizabeth was re- 
leas^ from care after being treated for 
minor injuries. 

When Harold Pollard returned 
Courtney to Romulus Middle School 
on Wednesday, he was suqDrised to dis¬ 
cover that no one knew about the inci¬ 


dent. Courtney’s guidance counselor 
questioned the two over her weeklong 
absence, only to have to be told that 
they had Just returned from Ajanee’s 
funeral the day before. 

The counselor apologized for her 
lack of knowledge. “I was the grandfa¬ 
ther and nobody at the school knew 
about it,” said Pollard. 

Pollard has been able to visit his 
grandchildren. Jason Pollard Jr., who 
has lost his spleen and part of his in¬ 
testines, has been moved from critical 
care to a private room Alyah has shat¬ 
tered bones in her leg and doctois have 
placed pins inside, trying to correct the 
damag^ tissue. Aerica may have lost 
function in her finger. 


Pollard himself is still trying to 
clear his head. He’s on the Safety 
Committee at Ford and will be return¬ 
ing to work this week. He’s been try¬ 
ing to keep his family together as the 
case unfolds and is grateful that the 
people believed to be responsible have 
been caught. 

“I take my hat off to the Detroit 
Police,” said PoUard over the quick ac¬ 
tion they took to the case. 

Robinson and Allen are being 
charged with first degree murder and 
assault with intent to murder. Bryan KL 
Daniels, who allegedly supplied the 
gun to Robinson, is ch^ed with sec¬ 
ond-degree murder. All will be ar¬ 
raigned on March 11. 


Kingsley home restoration on track 


Renovations are undenvay for the 
Samuel R. Kingsley house, located at 
the Romulus Historical Museum. The 
Romulus Historic Commission and 
Historical Society have Joined together 
to complete the project, for a house that 
is an important part of Romulus histo¬ 
ry- 

The Kingsley family moved into 
the house in the 1850’s. Samuel Kings¬ 
ley owned Romulus’ first general store, 
located at the five points. 

in i 904 he opened a store in down¬ 
town Romulus, a building that now 
houses “The Landing Strip” entertain¬ 
ment club. 

Three of Kingsley’s sons served in 
the civil war and when they returned 
they married local women. Kingsley 
also served as postmaster for 20 years. 
Having a large farm and family, his 
house is somewhat typical for farm¬ 
houses built during and Just before the 
CivOWar. 

The house was built in three parts, 
the first part was a center two-story 
structure. Next was a one-story wing 
on the right side of the house, then an¬ 
other wing on the left side. This look 
used to be called “hen and chicks”, hen 
being the original two-story stmeture, 
chicks being the wings. 

Many farmhouses at that time had 
only the two-story center structure. 
Others added only the right wing. The 
Kingsley house was one with two 
wings and today it is considered a rarity 
for such a house to exist 



Kingsley House. 

In 1995, the house was moved 
away from the five points and placed in 
the museum to keep it from being de¬ 
molished. The house was owned by 
the Kingsley family until the 1950’s. 

The Historic Commission and His-, 
torical Society have completed the out¬ 
side renovations. They hired an archi¬ 
tect to provide the kind of paint and 
paint colors that were available during 
the time the house was built 

They also discovered most of the 
houses (much like today) were painted 


a light color with darker colors on the 
window frames, doors and shutters. 

Inside the house most of the floors 
are finished and the commission and 
society have kept all the original floors 
intact Another interesting aspect of the 
house is the unusual A-frame stairway, 
with stairs from both wings meeting at 
a landing that goes to the upper floors 
of the center house. 

Pearl Varner of the Historical Soci¬ 
ety said that many renovations have 
b^n done to the house over the years. 


including the installment of plumbing 
and electricity. At one time, it was con¬ 
verted into four apartments. 

They are now looking at the origi¬ 
nal plans for the house in order to re¬ 
turn it to its previous state. Furniture 
will be purchased that dates to the time 
period it was built 

According to Historic Commission 
President Jerry Wendlend, “We’re re¬ 
pairing it to keep it as it was.” 
Wendlend is related to the Kingsleys 
through a distant cousin.

Plastech to bring 300 jobs

Plastech Engineered Products, a 
leading supplier of manufactured in¬ 
terior and exterior automotive plastic 
parts, is proposing to construct a 
288,000 sq. ft. facility on the south 
side of Van Bom between Middle- 
belt and Inkster Road. 

If approved, the facility will be re¬ 
cruiting 3(X)-350 employees to pro¬ 
duce injection-molded parts. Em¬ 
ployee recruitment would begin in 
April of this year and training would 
take place in foe August-September 
time frame. Operations would begin 
in October. 

According to Plastech representa¬ 
tive Ronald Lewis, it is a very clean, 
user-friendly plant. Ford is foe com¬ 
pany’s primary customer and Plas¬ 
tech will support 85 percent of 
Ford’s interior and exterior plastic 
parts. 

Plans drawn by Plastech’s devel¬ 


oper, Prologis Development Ser¬ 
vices, include a 6-foot berm and 115 
trees that would separate the industri¬ 
al facility from residential areas. 
Plastech offered to fix the drainage 
and utility problems in foe Royal Vil¬ 
lage Trailer Court west of foe proper¬ 
ty in order go through with their 
plans to meet fire code standards. 

Approximately 30 trucks will 
leave foe plant within a 24-hour peri¬ 
od on the east side of the building 
only. 

Workers will receive hourly 
wages and full health benefits. The 
plant would be a three-shift opera¬ 
tion with constant deliveries being 
made to foe automotive companies. 

“I really welcome this because we 
do have many people in this commu¬ 
nity and foe surrounding community 
that are out of work,” said Mayor 
Pro-tem Randolph Gear. 

The city council approved Plas¬ 
tech’s plans with all in favor of foe 
project. Plastech will then return to 


foe Romulus Planning Commission 
for final approval. 

Along with foe planning commis¬ 
sion s reports were letters of recom¬ 
mendation from businesses in Ro¬ 
mulus. 

Robert Moss, Managing Partner 
of the Royal Village Trailer Park, 
wrote a letter to foe city saying he is 
in favor of foe Plastech project and 
has no objections to foe 8 ft. height 
variance sought by the company. 
Other letters were from Best Asphalt 
and BLB Industries, who would 
neighbor foe plant. 

Plastech Engineered Products is 
one of foe country’s laigest minori¬ 
ty-owned companies with plants in 
Michigan, Ohio, Indiana, Kentucky, 
Tennessee and South Carolina. 

It was founded by Julie N. 
Brown in 1988 and has since grown 
to acquire United Screw and Bolt in 
1997. The company has beert fea¬ 
tured in Automotive Industries mag¬ 
azine.

Community activist answers his critics 

‘Yes,’ says James Netter, ‘I’m a Vietnam veteran 


He may not have been bom on 
the Fburth of July, by community 
activist James Netter says he is pa¬ 
triotic and has served his country, 
and also has served in Vietnana. 

There were doubts raised about 
Netteris military record, and calls to 
the Michigan Community Newspa¬ 
pers* News Desk also questioned 
whether Netter served in the U. S. 
Armed Forces. The calls apparently 
were triggered by a recent appear¬ 
ance by Netter before City Council 


During a debate on a council item 
relating to a non-profit veterans’ or¬ 
ganization request to build shelter 
for veterans, Netter said that he 
could identify with the veterans’ 
flight because he is a veteran. 

At the Tuesday, March 5, council 
meeting, Netter again took the 
council floor and announced that he 
was a veteran, and that he served in 
theU.S. Navy. 

“There have been phone calls to 
the local newspaper and to Mr. 


Mooradian that questioned my ser¬ 
vice,” Netter continued. ‘T am here 
to publicly say and to leave no 
doubt in anyone’s mind on that sub¬ 
ject, that I was not only in Vietnam, 
but I was also decorated for my ser¬ 
vice in Vietnam.” 

Netter later supplied the media 
with a copy of a“Report of Separa¬ 
tion From Active Duty”, dated April 
2, 1975, signed by W. H. Vernon, 
LCDR, USN, by direction of Chief of 
Naval Personnel In that document. 


it is stated that James Netter had 
been awarded the Armed Forces 
Expeditionary Medal (Quemoy- 
Matsu), the Vietnam Service Medal 
and the National Defense Service 
Medal while in the Armed Services 
of his country. 

“I don’t think they would have 
awarded me these medals if I had 
not earned them,” Netter later said. 
“And I don’t think I am that foolish 
to go before council before an audi¬ 
ence, and on cable TV to make 


these statements if I were not a vet¬ 
eran.” 

“You and I know that they would 
crucify me if I lied. There are too 
many people out there who would 
like to lynch me. But they are not 
going on the veteran issue.” 

Netter also offered additional 
proof: A membership card in the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars of the Unit¬ 
ed States, Post No. 3323...No. 
4527596 issued from the Westland 
Post.

Oh, how 
times have changed. 

The Justice of the Peace had a 
desk located in the fiont room. He, 
too, paid a $25 fee as rent to the vn- 
lage of l^^yne. 

In 1928, the Wayne Fire Depart¬ 
ment and ^^^yne Pofice Department 
took up residency in an office at the 
bunding. 

And in 1950 when the new City 
Hall and police station on Sims 
Street were opened, the museum 
bunding became the Wayne Fire De¬ 
partment untn the department was 
moved into its new bunding in 1953. 

By the way, the Wayne Cfoamber 
of Commerce also used the bunding 
untn the Wayne Historical Museum 
took over the focility in 1963.

They also operated 
a dmg store and the Geriatric Health 
Centei; where Mrs. Milton served as 
the Financial Director. 

A devout Catholic, Mrs. Milton 
was a key member in helping to es¬ 
tablish the Holy Family Catholic 
Church in Inkster.

Mrs. Milton is survived by her son, 
Boynton, Jr, and Jezelle Beatty, four 
grandchildren, a sister Sadie Woods 
of New Orleans and her niece.

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Two allegations against local 
teachers have parents on edge 


Parents in Van Buren Public Schools have 
got to be concerned with alleged complaints 
against a couple of teachers. 

Last year, the former Belleville High 
School assistant band director was charged 
with making a bomb threat to the school. He 
went before District Court Judge Brian Oak¬ 
ley, where the charges were promptly dis¬ 
missed because Oakley claimed the prose¬ 
cution did not present evidence that Rikkers 
knew the threat was false. 

A few weeks ago, however, the Wayne 
County Circuit Court reinstated the charges 
which carry a four-year prison sentence. 
That re-instatement will likely be appealed, 
therefore don’t expect Rikkers to be in court 
any time soon. 

The thought of a teacher calling in a 
bomb threat is revolting. Students making a 
threat — well, we kind of expect. But a 
teacher, that is unheard of. Allegedly, 
Rikkers called the school district early one 
morning on his cell phone. School employ¬ 
ees have identified the caller’s voice as 
Rikkers’ and police traced the call to 
Rikkers’ cell phone. 

Rikkers, is no longer a teacher at 
BeUeviUe, having since opted to. continue 
his education in graduate school. 

Equally disturbing was news last week 
that a South Middle School teacher has been 
charged with having sex with a 14-year-old 
student on three occasions. Michael 
MacGuinness, 44, and a 22-year veteran of

Schools, has 
been on paid 
suspension 
since the male 
student 

brought the complaint to police in April of 
last year. 

Belleville Pohce Corporal Kenneth Voigt 
said it took police a year to bring the charges 
because they wanted to make sure they had 
done things right. “After all, it involved a 
teacher,’’ he said. 

The alleged sexual acts occurred in 1999. 
Voigt noted that the alleged victim was em¬ 
barrassed and ashamed, but his story is very 
believable. “It took a lot of guts for this kid 
to come forward,’’ said Voigt. 

MacGuinness’s attorney, Paul Stablein, 
who happens to also represent Rikkers, says 
otherwise. He claims he will show that the 
alleged victim made the false allegations in 
an effort to get back at the teacher who is 
married with three children. 

Whether ultimately proven innocent or 
guilty, the accusations against these two 
teachers have tarnished the reputation of the 
school district. The Rikkers incident was all 
over the news when it happened, and after 
the charges were dismissed, the community 
“sighed with relief.’’ But now the case is re¬ 
instated and two weeks later the MacGuin¬ 
ness charges are announced. Let’s hope jus¬ 
tice is swift and sUent.

Who the heck was Hobson? 


Have you ever heard of a Hob¬ 
son’s Choice? Hobson’s choice is 
said to have had its origin in the 
name of one Thomas Hobson 
(1544-1631), at Cambridge, Eng¬ 
land, who kept a livery stable and 
required every customer to take ei¬ 
ther the horse nearest the stable 
door or none at all. In other words, 
it is a choice that offers no real al¬ 
ternative. 

Politicians have elevated Hob¬ 
son’s Choice to an art form. The 
most egregious instance in recent 
history was the Proposal A con. 
Voters were told they had to 
choose between two alternatives. 

On one hand they could vote for 
Proposal A to amend the state 
constitution, which would lower lo¬ 
cal property taxes, raise the sales 
tax, and assess a new state proper¬ 
ty tax (with no cap) as well as es¬ 
tablishing two classes of taxable 
property. 

On the other hand, voters were 
told if Proposal A did not pass an 
increase in the personal income tax 
would go into effect. The legisla¬ 
ture had already passed a law in¬ 
creasing the income tax if Proposal 
A did not pass. 

The voters, believing those 
were the only two alternatives. 
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passed Proposal A by a healthy 
margin. It never occurred to most 
that they could defeat Proposal A 
and then pressure the legislature 
to rescind the income tax increase 
and lower property taxes The re¬ 
sult, of course, is that the stat^ 
now has a strangle hold on school 
jQnances. 

Lansing is now offering us an¬ 
other Hobson’s Choice. Governor 
Engler and the (elected) State Su¬ 
perintendent of Schools Tom 
Watkins are having a very public 
debate (deliberately) over the sta¬ 
tus of the state superintendent. 

Engler is pushing for a consti¬ 
tutional amendment that would 
have the governor appoint the su¬ 
perintendent. Watkins is defend¬ 
ing election to the post. The con¬ 
troversy is cast as a question of 
how the state official that controls 
education will be chosen. The ar¬ 


guments were put forth by Engler 
and Watkins in side by side arti¬ 
cles on the op ed page of last Sun¬ 
day’s Detroit News. 

Are those the only two alterna¬ 
tives? Not by a long shot. What 
this debate is intended to do is 
foreclose the real (and best) op¬ 
tion which is to get the state (and 
the feds) out of the education 
business entirely. 

Education is the responsibility 
of the parents. To the extent the 
parents wish to delegate that re¬ 
sponsibility, it should be in the 
hands of the entity closest to the 
control of the parents. That is why 
local school boards were instituted 
to control both the curriculum and 
financing of the “public” schools. 
They are directly answerable to the 
voters. 

As control has gradually, and al¬ 
most totally, been taken over by 
the state and federal politicians, 
the quality and direction of “pub¬ 
lic” education has been subverted 
to serve political interests. 

The only way for parents to get 
back the control they once had is 
to get the state and federal govern¬ 
ments out of the loop. That would 
also take an amendment to the 
state constitution.

“Never complain, never explain.” 
Henry Ford n had it right because 
success says it all 

So why, you may ask, am I about 
to defend the anonymity of Sound 
Off, our most popular feature as 
measured by reader response? 

Because several readers, flipped 
out by our reporter Brenda Gracin’s 
utterances at the Eeb. 19 Westland 
City Council meeting, urged me to 
disassociate myself from her at¬ 
tempt to discredit MCJN’s regard for 
our callers’ privacy. 

“I have certain perks with my 
new employment and one of them 
happens to be — I have to think how 
to word this,” she said. “Mrs. Graun- 
stadt, you, my husband, Mrs. McK¬ 
inney, some of the people who are 
mentioned in the Sound Off all the 
time, I think that people better be 
aware that I work for that paper 
now and I know voices and I know> 
where some of the calls are coming 
from. 

Don’t despair, is all I have to teU 
you. It isn’t coming from the citi¬ 
zenry.” 


Unlike Brenda, I wouldn’t have to 
think how to word her perks: she 
doesn’t have many, let alone a li¬ 
cense to snoop. 

Also unlike Brenda, I listen to the 
voices — the only MCN employee 
who hears them. Since we don’t 
have caller ED, all voices are anony¬ 
mous, though some people volun¬ 
tarily identify themselves. (Since 
Sound Off; like talk radio, is anony¬ 
mous, I wish these people would 
write letters, the place for signed 
correspondence.) 

If by some miracle our budget 
ever allows us to install caller ID 
over my protests, I pledge to inform 
potential callers before it happens. 

Contrary to Brenda’s implication, 
MCN respects callers’ privacy. Simi¬ 
larly, MCN webmaster Paul Baroff a 
Livonia cop, respects e-mailers’ pri¬ 
vacy. He sends me Sound Offs fium 
our web site with the senders’ e-mail 
addresses removed. 

Recording and transcribing the 
calls is not a perk. It’s so much work 
that I no longer have Sunday nights 
free. But I do it because readers 



keep calling and e-mailing com¬ 
ments. As of Monday, comments in 
our holding tank exceeded 5,000 
words, or 10 letter-size pages. 

Fortunately, only one person who 
believed Brenda claims contacted 
me. 

“Don’t write [sic] to Sound Off;” 
wrote Angela Todd. “A spy is listen¬ 
ing to the voices, as was said on tele¬ 
vision.” 

The rest of my contacts warned 
me that, to put it politely, Brenda’s 
remarks reflected poorly on her em¬ 
ployer.

Stronger Insurance laws needed

All too often Michigan con¬ 
sumers are left to the mercy of their 
insurance company when it comes 
time to collect on a claim. If a per¬ 
son’s home bums down, their busi¬ 
ness is destroyed, or someone is cat¬ 
astrophically iqjured in an accident, 
a person cannot automatically as¬ 
sume that their insurance company 
will be there to help them in their 
time of need. Because insurance 
companies face no penalties in 
Michigan when it comes to delaying 
or denying legitimate claims, it has 
become a routine practice of many 
companies to withhold insurance 
payments for months, years and 
even refusing to pay aU together. 

Democrats in the Michigan 
House of Representatives believe 
that insurance companies must be 
held accountable when they deny 
people what is rightfully owed to 
them. The hard-working families 
and business owners who faithfully 
make their insurance payments 
each month deserve to be treated 
fairly by their insurance companies. 


People who have lost everything 
shouldn’t have to worry about not 
receiving the insurance they have 
worked so hard to obtain. 

Insurance companies can basi¬ 
cally make up any reason they want 
for delaying or denying claims with¬ 
out the fear of penalty. A few exam¬ 
ples include accusing a person of ar¬ 
son to explaining that a claim is 
worth less than originally purchased 
because a business was in a “depre¬ 
ciated” area. Currently, the only re¬ 
course for those hurt by deceitful in¬ 
surance practices is through the 
courts. 

However, insurance companies 
have unlimited resources to easily 
fight lawsuits. It’s the working toii- 
lies and small business owners who 
face attorney fees, expert fees, living 
expenses, lost business income, and 
other costs involved with suing pow¬ 
erful insurance companies. Many 
times insurance companies are able 
to drag out the process for so long 
that people are forced to accept set¬ 
tlements for far less than what their 
policies were originally worth. 

That is why we strongly support 
a package of six bills known as 
“Good Faith” legislation. (Rep. An¬ 


derson is the sponsor of one of the 
bills. Rep. Plakas is a co-sponsor.) 
The legislation would require health, 
life, automobile no-fault, property 
and casualty insurance companies, 
and health care corporations to act 
fairly and in good feith with any per¬ 
son claiming benefits. If they foiled 
to do so, they could be held liable for 
compensatory, consequential, and 
exemplary damages. 

Unfortunately for the countless 
number of those victimized by un¬ 
scrupulous insurance practices, in¬ 
surance companies wield a lot of 
power and influence in Lansing. 
The “Good Faith” legislation has 
been languishing in the House In¬ 
surance and Financial Services 
Committee for almost a year and 
the chair of the committee, State 
Representative Andrew Richner, 
has refused to even hold one hearing 
on the bills. 

We need your help! Call or write 
Rep. Richner or Speaker of the 
House Rick Johnson and tell them 
it’s time for the Republican majority 
to take up the “Good Faith” legisla¬ 
tion and help assure security and 
peace of mind for Michigan fomilies 
and businesses.

You would 
think that the brain trust on the 
Wayne City Council would think a lit¬ 
tle more clearly before putting their 
own agendas first. 

But true to form, the mayor and a 
few others only want to spend mon¬ 
ey. How do you think the taxpayers 
in ^^^yne can afford yet another huge 
tax burden? Now is not the time to 
even think of putting up yet another 
building, i.e. the new police building 
as written about in last week’s edi- 
tioa 

We’ve got enough bills to pay, 
swimming pools, libraries, city hall 
renovations, DPW buildings, fire 
buildings, water and sewer improve¬ 
ments that just mess up the town 
every year; senior center renovations, 
garbage taxes, pension taxes so po¬ 
lice and fire personnel can retire 
when they’re teenagers and all the 
school mileage’s we’re obligated for. I 
don’t think so. 

Let’s see, i^^iyne is being hit with 
a water rate increase of over 13 per¬ 
cent, that fancy new fire hall is nearly 
$700,000 short of the final price tag, 
with change orders that’ll exceed $1 
million for sure.

Failing schools get 


Now you see it, now you dont. 

In a series of amazing flip-flops, the 
State Board of Education delayed fi¬ 
nal approval of a new plan to accu¬ 
rately grade public schools. 

In an effort to hold someone ac¬ 
countable for failing schools, the 
board sought a comprehensive pro¬ 
gram that would include test scores, 
parental involvement and other vari¬ 
ables that district superintendents 
claim are responsible for the differ¬ 
ences in MEAP scores fixim district to 
district. 

Public criticism began last year 
when the media reported that hun¬ 
dreds of schools had received a fedling 
grade based on the MEAP Due to the 
outcry from administrators, educa¬ 
tors and parents, that plan will no 
longer be used. Tbm Watkins, state 
superintendent revised the plan rec¬ 
ommending that a systerh of multiple 
grades be established. 

District schools would be graded 
on instructional quality, engagement, 
arts education, student attendance, 


dropout rates, family involvement, ad¬ 
vanced course work, and four MEAP 
categories — merit award winners, 
rate of improvement or decline in test 
scores, elimination of racial and eco¬ 
nomic gaps, and educational growth 
between elementary and middle 
schools. 

Two-thirds of the school’s grade 
will be based on the MEAR and one 
third to the other factors. 
The revised plan would still give Fs to 
hundreds of Michigan schools. 

Area administrators are scram¬ 
bling to apply criticism to the new 
plan arguing that it is unfair to punish 
to those students who achieve high 
academic status, and that if the new 
plan were adopted, it is possible that 
many schools would lose their accred- 
itatioa

tion members insist that someone 
must be held accountable for the M-

Nothing in this notice shall apply to weeds in fields devoted to 
growing any small grain crop such as wheat, oats, barley or rye. 

All weeds not cut by May 21, 2002 will be cut by the City and the 
owner of the property will be charged with the cost. Subsequent cut¬ 
tings will be done as often as necessary when vegetation reached 12 
inches in height and/or seed bearing stage.

Wayne leaves its best for natural rival Glenn 

Zebras ened Westlanid’s dream in district’s semis 


If there were any doubts in any- 
one’s mind that Westland John 
Glenn brings the best out of Wayne 
Memorial, they should have seen 
the way Wayne handled their cross¬ 
district opponent last week in the 
semifinal round of the Class A dis¬ 
trict basketball playoffs at Romulus 
High. Wayne’s 71-55 victory over 
their natural rivals would have con¬ 
vinced anyone that the Zebras came 
ready to play. 

Coming off of a victory over Livo¬ 
nia Franklin in the first round and al¬ 
so winning a share of the Western 
Lakes Conference basketball cham¬ 
pionship, Glenn appeared as ready 
as it would ever be to even the score 
with Wayne (which had beaten the 
Westlanders by three in the first 
week of the season). 

But it wasn’t to be. In fact, it was 
a nightmarish blowout. No one 


would have ever dreamed that 
Wayne would win by 16. 

And it as one of Glenn’s former 
own, (Jedric Sims, who led the upris¬ 
ing. Sims, a 5-9 senior who played 
for the Rockets a year ago, led 
Wayne’s assault against his former 
teammates as he nailed a career 
best 24 points, swept the boards for 
nine rebounds and contributed sev¬ 
en assists. The victory qualified 
Wayne for the championship game 
where they met and lost to Belleville 
in the finals. (See related story on 
this page.) 

“I felt that he (Sims) played an 
outstanding game,” said Wayne 
coach Wayne Woodard. 

Glenn had opportunities to 
avenge its earlier lost to Wayne. The 
Rockets scored the first five points of 
the game with Jerrett Smith provid¬ 
ing the scoring power. While Glenn’s 


top scorer, Darnell Wilson, had his 
problems shaking off Wayne’s top 
defender, Michael Rashad, who was 
glued to Wilson most of the first half, 
Smith and Jeff Brantley led the 
Rockets to a narrow 14-12 first-peri¬ 
od lead. 

But Wayne mobilized a counter¬ 
attack in the second period which 
was led by T J. McClain and junior 
forward Jonathan Raspberry, who 
sank five and six points that moved 
the Zebras to a 32-25 lead at half¬ 
time. Outscoring Glenn 17-14 in the 
third period, Wayne widened the 
margin to 49-39 which put them in 
an excellent position to take the vic- 
toiy if they could protect their 10- 
point advantage. 

Glenn came within six of closing 
the gap, but never could as Sims, 
joined by Rashad and Raspberry 
came up with a couple of clutch bas¬ 


kets and free throws to seal the vic¬ 
tory. 

Sims’ 24 points topped the field, 
but the 5-9 senior also surprised his 
former teammates by sneaking 
thi'ough their defenses to grab nine 
boards and he also came away with 
seven assists. 

Raspberry also scored in double 
figures. He tallied 17, wliile Rashad, 
who did an exceptional job stopping 
Wilson and later was switched to 
Smith when the fi^eshman began hit¬ 
ting from all comers of the fioor, 
scored nine points. McClain had 
eight for the Zebras who also canned 
16 of 24 ftnm the fi^e throw line. 

Smith had a team high 18 points 
for the Rockets and Brantley ac¬ 
counted for 11 points. Wilson fin¬ 
ished the game with eight points for 
the Rockets who went to the foul 
line and sank 11 of 17. 


In the opening round of the dis¬ 
trict playoffs, Glenn eliminated 
Franklin, 51-42, as Darnell Wilson 
scored eight of his 16 points in the 
first period to lead the Rockets to a 
17-10 advantage which they relin¬ 
quished before the end of the third 
period. The Patriots rode an 8-2 run 
late in the first half to close the gap 
to one-point, 22-21, at half-time, 
then went ahead, 33-32 for three 
quarters. 

Glenn averted the upset when 
Wilson scored to tie the game at 40, 
and Alan Barker’s short jumper, 
with 1:45, gave the Rockets the lead 
for good (42-40). Mikyl Tiller’s bas¬ 
ket made it 44-40 Glenn. Forced to 
foul in hopes of gaining possession 
of the ball in the closing minutes, 
Franklin saw its dream to reach the 
semifinals evaporate when the 
Rockets capped five of six free 


throws with Smith’s final basket of 
the game as the icing on the victory 
cake. 

Wilson finished with a game high 
16 points, one more than Franklin’s; 
Hassan Amed, who scored aU of his 
15 points on ‘threes”. Barker had a 
career high 11 points; Smith finished 
with seven, while Granberry con¬ 
tributed severt 

Glenn ended the season with a 
15-7 record, winning 10 more games 
than it did the previous year. They 
also earned a share of the Western 
Lakes, Lakes Division title 

“I feel that our program has 
turned the corner,” said coach 
Lloyd. “We won 10 more games 
than we won last year and also won 
a share of the title, and with many of 
these kids returning next year, we 
should be able to build on our suc¬ 
cesses.”
